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On March 27, 1987 - 33 licensed and 18 unlicensed friends of 
George Sterling, WIAE, gathered at Boone's restaurant in Port-land, 
Maine, to honor him for having a licensed Amateur Radio Station 75 
years ago. He took the exam in 1912 and received the call LAE. He 
had been playing with wireless since 1908. 


Harold Chase, WIEES, President of Yankee Chapter QCWA, was Master 
of Ceremonies. He first introduced the Head Table, WIAE, George 
Sterling and his XYL, Margaret; Leland Smith, WSKL, QCWA President 


and his wife, Helen, WASWAR; Onie Woodward, W1ZEN, QCWA Activities 


Manager and her OM, WIRCJ; Carl Watson, WINV, President of Pine 
Tree Chapter QCWA and, Gladys Chase, WI VPF, Activities Manager 
Nutmeg Chapter. Harold then asked each one attending to identify 
themselves. All congratulated George and some had short “tales” to 
tell. 


Harold introduced the President of QCWA, Leland Smith, WSKL, who 
gave a very interesting talk about George's background. George was 
a Radio Inspector in the 3rd District, then became war-time head of 


the Radio Intelligence Division, on to being an FCC Engineer and 

from that post he was appointed FCC Commission-er, the only Amateur 
Radio Operator to hold this position, even to this day. Leland, 

then presented George with the first 75-Year Licensed plaque ever 
issued by QCWA. 


Carl Watson, WINV, President of the Pine Tree Chapter QCWA, was 
introduced. He read a letter from the Radio Amateur Old-Timers 
Association President, Dud Charman, G6CJ, congratulating George and 
wishing him well. A series of the Old Timers News was pre-sented 
to George, as well as Dud’s letter. 


Several brought their copies of the "Sterling Radio Manual”, 
first printed in 1927, it had three more editions, the 4th being 
printed in the late 40s. They asked George to autograph the book, 
which he did in his usual gracious manner. 


Among the guests was one of their grandsons and his wife, and 
this made for a very happy time for the family. 


In the picture above, L-R, are: QCWA President, Leland Smith, 
WS5KL; George Sterling, WIAE, and Lady Margaret Sterling, receivy- 
ing the Awards which honored the contributions of the two of 

them to the art of communications. 


GEORGE STERLING, WIAE 


Born June 21, 1893 - 93 years of age. 


George still spends his summer at the family home on Peak’s Island, 
off the coast of Maine. When George was six years old, his family 
moved to Springvale, Maine. In 1908 he established his first 
transmitting and receiving station, using his initials as his call 
"GS". When the first law regulating amateurs was adopted on August 
12, 1912, he was requested by Ist District RI in charge, Henry Gawley, 
at the Custom House in Portland, to come in for examination. He did, 
passed the examination and was licensed as 1LAE. He held this call 
until the Introduction of prefixes, when he became WIAE. He still 
holds this call and is still on the air once in a while. 


In 1908, at age 14, George took up wireless along with a couple of 
young friends. Everything had to be home-made, spark coils, tuners, 
condensers and the like. Crystal detectors were found in the woods -- 
iron pyrites. Aerial wire was "borrowed" from an abandoned telephone 
line in the woods. Only headphones had to be purchased. 


After WW-I, when he returned from France, he was licensed as 1BH, 


but he never used it much, as he went to sea as a wireless operator on 
passenger ships out of New York City. 
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While he was Radio Inspector in the 3rd District, in 1923, he was 
licensed W3DF, and in 1954, when he retired, he got his original call 
back. George is listed in the 1912 issue of the United States 
Department of Commerce publication, "First Licensed Amateurs", as LAE, 
28 Payne St., Springvale, Maine. 


George was wartime head of RID, the Radio Intelligence Division. 
He is a former FCC Engineer and from that post was appointed FCC 
Commissioner, the only Amateur Radio Operator ever to hold this 
position. George is also a Fellow of the Institute of Radio 
Engineers. 


The famous "Sterling’s Radio Manual", was written in 1927. 
Everything included in this book had been personally checked by 
George, most of it in his home ham station. Many thousands of copies 
of this book are still in the hands of the industry. 


Just this past year, the Quarter Century Wireless Association 
honored George with their "QCWA HALL OF FAME" award.

People work when they perceive it to be to their personal 
benefit. Is this a new concept? 


The bitchers, who never seem to come up with any creative posi- 
tive solutions to problems, whine because so few people do what 
they think is right. If anyone seriously wants more hams to join 
the League then they should get the League to be perceived as 
worth joining. Obviously it isn’t. The fact is the benefits are 
few compared to the price it costs. Without some major changes 
in the League, if I were in charge of getting new members, I know 
I'd have a mighty tough time. Almost impossible. But the one 
approach I sure wouldn’t use is to try and shame people into 
joining. You might get a few, but you’d regret having the type 
of person you attracted. 


Of course, if you’re a Morse Code fanatic, money bet on the 
League would be a good investment toward maintaining that 
extremely effective block to our getting newcomers into the 
hobby. 


We have the potential technology to get around 700 times more 
ham QSOs on our voice bands than we have now - with far less QRM, 
but we still see thousands of old-time hams fighting to keep new- 
comers out. 


The concept of apathy puts the blame on the hams who aren’t 
doing much instead of on those who should be motivating them - 
and are failing. The responsibility is on the motivators, not- 
those they’ve helped put to sleep. 


Sideband brought new energy to the hobby in the 60s. FM and 
repeaters did it in the 70s. Will anyone wake us up in the 80s 
with something new?"

QSLs, REMEMBER?

To begin with, I believe that credit be given where credit is 
due. I also believe that a pat on the back should be given while 
a person is still around to appreciate it. A case in point: 
while visiting a niece in Pageland, SC some years ago I had the 
good fortune to meet an old Brooklyn Dodger legend from the 30’s 
and 40's, named Van Lingle Mungo. His face glowed when he found 
out that someone remembered him. As I concluded my visit, he 
asked me to say hello to his friends back in the big city. I 
promised to do so and upon returning home, sent letters to all of 
the metropolitan fapers. One sportswriter, whose initials are 
J.P., put two lines in one of his columns. All the others 
ignored my requests. Less than six months later, a fatal heart 
attack felled Van Lingle Mungo. Ironically the newspapers 
devoted all kinds of space to him, citing his records and 
activities. Unfortunately, he was no longer around to enjoy the 
accolades. 


So, what has this got to do with amateur radio, you ask? There 
is a man still with us, who has never sent a word of CW or spoken 
on SSB, yet the name of C. Fritz is known to over three genera- 
tions of amateurs because of his QSLs! 


QSLs, Remember (continued) 


In 1939 this fledgling amateur was very much impressed with a 
card from W3GWQ, with the rainbow colored lightning on it. Sav- 
ing the necessary stipend from a mail boy’s salary at U.S. Rubber 
in Passaic, took some time, but finally getting those cards from 
Fritz was worth the wait. During WW-II they went half-way around 
the world with me in the U.S. Navy. A fresh supply in 1948, 
carried me through the post-war years. Between 1957 and 1978, as 
the family grew up, amateur radio took a back seat. as I was 
forced to devote all of my time to more lucrative pursuits. The 
last offspring finished college in 1978 and W2LPV was back on the 
air. I needed QSL cards and so dashed off a letter to C. Fritz 
in Joliet, IL. It came back unanswered...my source was gone. 

The card was sent to several QSL suppliers but the answer was al- 
ways the same, none could duplicate the design. Then, one cold 
winters evening in the early 1980's, I was about to complete my 
cover to cover perusal of QST when I came across a simple two- 
line advertisement which read: "Fritz is back." That very night 

a letter was in the mail to Scottsdale, AZ. Yes indeeed, Fritz 

was really back. 


Like many of our ancestors, the Fritz family emigrated from 
Europe in the late 1800's to escape the wars and unrest of that 
period. Settling in the midwest, the family prospered and it was 
in the mid-1930’s that the first QSLs bearing the Fritz name 
appeared in amateur circles, a name that was almost certain to 
guarantee a reply from the receiving ham. Many a rare DX QSL 
featured the DX logo....who can forget AC4YN and AC3SQ of pre- 
war fame? In 1960 the family moved to Arizona with its more temp- 
erate climate. Periodic trips would be made back to the midwest 
for family reunions the last, in 198%, was for a wedding. One 
son is located in nearby Phoenix...another in Texas. The summer 
of 1986 saw the Fritz family fly to the Lone Star State to see 
and admire a new great grand-daughter. 


When that advertisement appeared in QST, C. Fritz states that 
he was overwhelmed by the response from old friends: some thought 
he had long been a silent key, other said they heard that he had 
gone to Mexico. Tom Kneitel, K2AES, a name known to radio 
experimenters, was so surprised that he wrote an article about 
the "resurrection!" Today, at the age of 81, C. Fritz admits 
that he is content in taking care of his old customers. I feel 
honored to be in that category.

We received a nice letter from George Cook, K2AY, written with 
respect to the Spring QCWA NEWS page 11, about the early member- 
ship card shown for W2JE. George was delighted and went us one 
better, but, let him say it: "My QCWA number is 107 and enclosed 
is a card signed by Leon Huesler. I have several cards signed by 
Ralph Barber. Now, at 83, my mind is a bit hazy but I do remem- 
ber Ralph. Was first licensed in 1924 as 2HL. In 1925 I Jointly 
engineered Radio Station WFBH with Bill Reumann, W2RB. In 1926, 
I opened my own radio station, WSOM, which later became WEVD and 
is still on the air. Two weeks after I went on the air, my 
friend Bill decided to broadcast and built WWRL amd later WRFM. 
He kept his station whereas I sold mine in 1927 and operated It 
for a year and then got married. My spouse passed on in 1981. 

We had 53 years of wonderful companionship. 


When I went on the air with WJBV (later WEVD) in 1926, I had a 
power of 500 watts. This was originally a ham station of the 
same power all I had to do to go broadcasting was to add a good 
mike. I started playing records and have an idea I was one of 
the first disc jockeys in the area. It sure was fun. Had I kept 
the station this letter might be on high-class paper with GOLD 
embossed heading! However, I still have a nice Ham Shack and en- 
joy being on the air. 


I retired from the Navy Dept 21 years ago as an Electronics 
Engineer. My hobbies are so numerous it isn’t funny. I believe 
my friends think I’m nuts. During the 40’s and 50’s I did pro- 
fessional MAGIC and still perform.

QCWA/LIPSON COMPUTER TIPS 


SPIKES, DROOPS AND SURGES 


Our hobby has been completely taken over by solid 
state technology. I'm sure every one of you has succumbed 
and owns at least one piece of equipment that is 100% solid 
state. This is especially true for us computerists. 

Compared to tubes, solid state is a delicate 
weakling. An overloaded macho tube will get red hot, 
perhaps burn a hole in its plate, but will still bounce 
back and produce some output when the overload is removed. 

Not so with solid state. Some extra voltage at the 
input, or a momentary high voltage pulse, and the chip 
gasps and dies. Everything stops! You're through for the 
day — or month! Repairs can be complex and expensive. 

With computers we have an additional problem. Our 
friend RAM, the temporary storage chip with its fragile 
memory, holds information only as long as it has power 
applied. A momentary power outage, or even a sharp drop in 
line voltage, and poof! there goes your program. 


GET 'EM BEFORE THEY GET YOU! 


Although there is some spike protection built into the 
power supplies of many computers, some of the economy and 
clone models are wide open. Anything coming along the 
power line is passed on through to the chips —- with 
disastrous results. 

Fortunately, there is protection available. The 
simplest is a small plug-in unit that fits between the 
computer plug and the wall receptacle. It will protect the 
computer itself from spikes and very high voltage surges, 
but not the peripheral devices, "Peripheral device" is a 
fancy name for the monitor, disk drive, printer, modem, or 
anything else that is connected to the computer and also 
needs power from the wall receptacle. 

The temptation is to take the easy way out and buy a 
six outlet plug-in cord at the corner hardware store and 
provide an octopus (hexapus?) outlet. Although this takes 
care of the multitude of plugs, it offers little protection 
between units. It's possible to turn on a printer, for 
instance, and send spikes to the computer or disk drive. 

Each of your peripheral devices should be protected 
individually. For a few dollars more, a six outlet plug-in 
strip with individual filters will give much better 
protection. These usually have across-the-line surge and 
spike protectors, and series RFI filters. Most have a 
circuit breaker and a master switch. 


BUT WHAT ABOUT LOW LINE VOLTAGE? 


Perhaps you live in an area where your 115 volt line 
takes a nosedive every time someone turns on an appliance 
in the house, or the accumulated load of the neighborhood 
air conditioners drags down the line voltage. The surge 
protector won't help this condition. 

The solution here is a line voltage regulator. We 
used to call it a SOLA regulator because the SOLA 
Corporation was the primary manufacturer. Now it's called 
a "brownout protector" but it does the same thing. It 
keeps the line voltage constant at the equipment even if 
line voltage droops to 95 volts or shoots up to 140 volts, 

However, it's a little bit slow. Some of them have a 
3 to 5 cycle response. A fast spike or surge could still 
get through. Because of this some of the better brownout 
protector units combine the regulator and filters. 


WHAT IF THE POWER FAILS COMPLETELY? 


If you live in an area where the power just goes off 
for a few seconds every now and then, you have another 
problem. Anything in the memory and not saved to disk or 
tape will be lost. When the power returns, it often 
overshoots, or oscillates for a few cycles between half 
voltage and double voltage. 

If this is your situation, to protect your sanity you 
need an emergency back-up unit. This package contains a 


battery, dc-to-ac converter, a charger and some control 
circuitry. It takes over immediately when the power begins 
to drop out and keeps your computer going for several hours 
until the power is restored. Now you're into money — from 
$300 to $1000. 


YES, YOU CAN BUILD IT YOURSELF 


I have seen numerous how-to articles in our favorite 
magazines showing how to construct spike protectors and 
filters. They're built around a suitable varistor and a 
choke/capacitor network. If any of you have built such a 
device, let me know. I'd be happy to print the details if 
you used easily obtainable components with real part 
numbers from a source that will sell individual units. 
(I've had it with: "available at your local electronics 
store" articles.) 

My thanks to Bob Franklin, K6TP, of San Francisco, who 
provided me with some excellent background information and 
at least one source where you can buy these protectors. 
For a single plug-in unit, try Radio Shack part No. 
67-2791A. For the others, get a 1987 electronics catalog 
from Jameco Electronics, 1355 Shoreway Rd., Belmont, CA 
94002. Computer protectors are on page 77 of the catalog. 


POSTSCRIPT ON DISK MANAGEMENT

disk organization. Thanks, friends, for your kind words, 
One neat suggestion came from Ralph "Andy" Anderson, KONL, 
of Holton, Kansas. If you keep files of mailing lists, 
logs, correspondence in a standard file folder, paste or 
staple the disk sleeve to the inside flap of the file 
folder. The disk should contain only the program and data 
pertaining to that particular file.

About 15 years ago, Ralph Cabanillas, W6IL, gave me (WSEJ) a 
few old issues of QST...1921 vintage - without covers, but other- 
wise pretty well intact. Well, in browsing through one of these 
we think we found the basis for the logo. The drawing, repro- 
duced below, certainly looks like the same general view, as that 
from which the logo had to have been derived. 


Otto Eppers, W2EA, did a magnificent job, and it certainly was 
no copy. He did a job for which all of we old geeks are pretty 
proud! We owe a good bit to Hiram Percy Maxim too, because it 
was his stories which inspired 8UX to dream up characters who 
would appear as real to us as the "Old Man’s" Rotten stories. 


The QST from which this was lifted, was the September, 1927 
issue, and the story was "T. O. W. Sez Her Sa". Thanks is ex- 
tended to the ARRL, who has provided us with much of the great 
history of amateur radio, and given us a sort of blanket per- 
mission to reprint, as needed.

N R_ MEMBERSHIP MI 


HQ is working to reduce the time required for processing appli- 
cations, renewals, etc. To this end we are designing a new 
membership card. It will be printed on a continuous form, three 
to a page. The form will feature the membership card which may 
be removed by the perforations about it, and the balance of the 
form will contain information about QCWA and greetings. The 
basic reason for the change is to make it possible to print 
cards, mailing addresses and pertinent information directly from 
the QCWA database, thus eliminating doing it two or three times 
as now have to do. The card would be about 3.5 by 8.5 inches, 
and will be arranged so that when completed by the computer, it 
can be dropped into a window-envelope, these, self stamped, will 
certainly reduce time and errors. 


We shall make the envelopes visible - so that you don’t dump 


them in the trash as "junk mail". Membership cards will be a bit 
smaller, so they will go into your bill-fold card-holder.

ON MAILING COSTS 


Talking about mailing - A few years ago it cost us $0.055 to 
mail QCWA NEWS to domestic members. That has now been increase 
to $0.085. That is a 55% increase, and when we mail to all U. S. 
members, the price went from approximately 550 dollars to about 
$800. That is a whale of an increase. The same thing happened 
to the costs of mailing the directory - previously $0.185 per 
copy, and it was, this last time, increased to $0.255 per copy.

QCWA INAUGURATES TAPES FOR 
SIGHT IMPAIRED MEMBERS 


With publication of the SPRING, 1987 issue of QCWA NEWS, 
the Quarter Century Wireless Association began preparation 
and distribution of cassette tapes for our sight-impaired mem- 
bers. The tapes are prepared from the pages of QCWA NEWS. 
The Editor and Blanche Randies, W4GXZ, working together, 
determine the articles to be taped. The choices are made 
with a view toward bringing the sight-impaired member a 
full range of information, and some Chapter news. When 
the tapes are completed they are prepared for shipment and 
mailed to the list of QCWA members who have been identified 
to us, as sight impaired. The list current runs slightly 
over 40. 


The procedure is carried out with each issue of QCWA 
NEWS and the tapes are furnished entirely without cost to 
those needing the service. The tapes may be kept as a per- 
manent record, if desired. If you have a member-friend who 
could use the service, advise either HQ or the QCWA Secre- 
tary. 


In our next issue we will have a complete story on the 
mechanical details of getting the tapes prepared, from the 
reading to the mailing....watch for it. 


SOME INFORMATION ON PROCESSING QCWA NEWS 


Tbe next issue of QCWA NEWS will be prepared in full on 
the computer here in the office. We will not get into the 
use of graphics and our type font range is limited, but we 
will do essentially the entire preparation in so far as it is 
possible. 


A goodly portion of the Summer issue was composed on 
the computer using a simple word-processing program. The 
beauty is that when a story is complete, we can run a copy, 
proof-read it and then correct it and away we go! We've 
been doing that this issue, and there are a lot less errors 
in this than if we hadn't done the work that way. 


We have a new program entitled WORD PERFECT, which 
is a powerful tool. It is reasonably complicated, with a 
large set of commands which must be learned in order to 
get work done with rapidity. That means that the rules 
by which our smaller processing soft-ware operates, must be 
un-learned! We'll have it under control by the FALL ISSUE 
of QCWA NEWS. We expect to use some right=left justified 
stories....they look pretty, but they are significantly more 
difficult to read. They are also significantly more difficult 
to print, when using proportionally spaced characters. 


Thinking about right-left justification - we did that back 
in the 1972-1974 era, every story was typed, then was made 
justified by the process of extending each line by strategi- 
cally inserted spaces, or half=spaces, available on our IBM 
typewriter at that time. Lines too long required a very 
good thesaurus, so we could find synonyms requiring less 
space. This went on for a while, but we finally gave it 
up as being too darned tiresome and slow.
